The church bell ringing of Indepen- 
dence day with its noisy accompaniment, may be a direct in- 
centive to patriotic endeavor among Ihe youth of the land, 
especially those of foreign birth, but to Ihc writer,Ihc Wash- 
ington's birthday observance in dear old Porlsmoulh-by-lhe- 
sea is far preferable as an object lesson in patriotism, and il is 
io be hoped that if this form of recognition of Ihe birthday of 
Hie "Father of his Country" should be dropped or ignored 
elsewhere, Porlsinoutli may be depended upon to continue to 
do all it can lo stimulate patriotic effort and keep briskly burn- 
ing upon Ihc rock-hewn allar of memory the fires of a patriot- 
ism unknown or unexcelled, in any other part of Ihe United 
Slates. And that Ihe heaven-inspired example of Portsmouth 
in this direction may lind numerous imitators in New England 
not only but in every one of Ihe original thirteen slates, out- 
side her borders, should'be (he hearll'ell wisli of every person 
owing allegiance lo Ihe besl country on earth; Ihe counlry that 
came out of Ihe crucible of Hunker Hill, l.ex'mglon, Concord 
and Valley Forge and lhal has already surpassed the wildest 
dreams of even Ihe immortal Washington.
